Market Experts Figure Loss. 

On the basis of Thursday's closing 
prices, St. Louis tfdders say, Lanyon 
stands te lose from $40,900 to $100,000, but 
it is believed that he has assured the 
recouping of a part of this loss by trans- 
ferring some of his trades to the July 
and September options. 

He was long in the St. Louis market 
and short in Chicago. - This condition 
came about through his effort to take 
advantage of the difference in prices 
quoted in the two markets. Traders 
say he guessed wrong both ways. 

Believed Market Would Soar. 

Believing the market here would go 
up,, he started last December to buy 
wheat for May delivery. The crop 
scare on which he based his specula- 
tions was unfounded. There was an 
abundance of wheat. in the St. Louis 
market and those from whom he had 
bought the options started delivering 
the grain to him early in May. 

Believed Prices Fictitious, 

Prices for the May option were nearly 
8 cents. higher in Chicago than in St. 
Louis. He believed that these prices 
were fictitious and that a selling cam- 
paign could break them down. 

So he kept the wires hot carrying his 

selling orders to Chicago. But he 
waited in vain to see the effect of his 
heavy selling. Lichstern and Armour 
were working a bull deal and instead of 
the market declining it steadily rose 
from 98 cents to $1.04 a_ bushel. 
_An hour after the market - closed 
Wednesday, it became known that the 
brokerage ‘irm of James E. Bennett & 
Co. had defaulted on the delivery of 
205,000 bushels of wheat. This concern 
bas a wire office in St. Louis, and it 
‘vas through it that Lanyon did most of 
his Chicago trading. . The amount in 
default is believed closely to approxi- 
inate the amount which Lanyon fai ed 
to deliver.

A. J. LICHSTERN

Has 12,000,000 Bushels. of 
Wheat and Investigation of 
Deal Is Under Way.

CHICAGO, June 1.—A. J. Lichstern 
has furnished the biggest grain corner 
since the Patten wheat deal, with the 
shorts at his mercy-and 12,%,0M bushels 
of real wheat and an inve stigation by 
the Board of Trade dirsctors on his 
hands. 

The deal last night showed aj paper 
wefit ot probably $150,000. Before “the 
curpse’’ is buried the trade figures that 
it will show a loss of least $1,000,000 to 
the bull leaders. 

There was no attempt made to squeeze 
the shorts and the bull leaders merely

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THE SLOGAN CONTEST. 

The Post-Dispatch regrets that the Committee 
of Judges was unable to award a prize for a 
suitable St. Louis slogan in the contest origi- 
nated by the Post-Dispatch, The result is dis- 
appointing. But we do not doubt that most of 
the contestants will join with the Post-Dispatch 
and the mass of St, Loulsans in commending the 
judges for the broad and sensible view they have 
taken of the contest and of their duty and 
responsibility in connection with it. 

Instead of viewing the contest as merely a com- 

petition for a prize, the judges wisely regard it 
as an effort to obtain a suitable advertising slo- 
gan for St. Louis. They make'the personal com- 
petition for a prize subsidiary to the public ob- 
ject of obtaining the right kind of a slogan. The 
competition is a necessary means to the greater 
end. _ 
It would have been unfortunate if the com- 
mittee had awarded the prize for an unsuitable 
slogan, which it could not approve as satisfactory 
and recommend for general use. The prime pur- 
pose of the contest would have been defeated by 
this act. It might have subjected the city_ and 
the whole movement to attract attention to St. 
Louis’ advantages to ridicule. 

But the committee is fair. It treats the supple- 
mentary contest as a part of the original con- 
test. The decision is merely postponed for the 
purpose of getting a better result. The original 
contestants may try again with a clearer under- 
standing of what is wanted, and, if nothing bet- 
ter than the best of the first contest is sub- 


contestant. 

The Post-Dispatch bas increased the prize from 
$250 to $500 for the purpose of stimulating inter- 
est and attracting wider and stronger competi- 
tion. All except Post-Dispatch employes are ell- 
gible for, the contest, and we hope that the best 
phrase-niwking and advertising talent will com- 
pete. It is not beneath the dignity of'any man to 
strive, not merely for the prize but for the honor 
of writing the best slogan with which to draw 
the attention of the world to a great city. It 
would be an achievement in the making of a 
happy, pithy sentence well worth the labor. The 
fame of the slogan and of the maker will be 
equal and co-existent. 

The preliminary contest was valuable. Not only 
did it arouse intense and widespread interest; not 
only did it stimulateycivic spirit and inaugurate 
a campaign of promotion for St. Louis; but it 
brought to light many advantages of St. Louis 
and many good ideas concerning the city’s re- 
sources and opportunities. It crystallized thought 
with regard to St. Louis advantages and enabled 
the Committee of Judges to define closely and 
clearly the points a satisfactory slogan should em- 
body. The report of the committee should be 
read with care, particularly the statement that 
“the solidity of our commercial institutions and 
the advantages of our central location appeared 
to be uppermost in the minds of the contestants, 
and it seemed to the committee that the scope 
of your contest might. wisely be limited rather 
closely to these ideas.” 

We anticipate an excellent result for the sup- 
plementary contest. We look for a brief, com- 
pact, Soseant oph stirring, ringing, euphonic 
phrase which will attract attention to and arouse 
interest in St. Louis wherever it may appear. Let 
us have a concentration of bright minds on the 
task of putting the right idea in the right words.

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A DIPLOMATIC VICTORY. 

It {s reported from Washington that Russia has 
receded from its position on the question of hon- 
oring American passports, regardless of the race 
or religious faith of their holders. There was 
deep resentment over Russia’s discrimination 
egainst American Jews, native or naturalized, 
and there was an insistent demand -that the 
treaty with Russia be abrogated as the most ef- 
fective method of protesting against Russian dis- 
regard of passports. The demand came not only 
from Jewish and other organizations, but several 
state legislatures, adopted resolutions and the’ 
matter was discussed in Congress. 

It was felt that the abrogation of the treaty 
would make matters worse rather than better. 
There was a well-founded fear that it would be 
the signal for new massacres of Jews in Russia, 
that it woulfl leave Americans who happen to be 
there without protection and put a ban on the 
passing of inheritances. 

If it is true that a diplomatic victory hag been 
won, the,administration 1s justified in its con- 
duct. A situation in which Jewish citizens equipped 
with passports were refused admission to Russia 
was intolerable.

‘*‘SAVING THE -BABIBES.’’ 

At every turn one meets a warning notice 
that it is his duty to contribute a penny or a 
dime to the fund that is to bs spent in saving the 
babies. Half the babies that die, the doctors 
and vital statistics inform us, die of preventable 
ailments. To aid in saving them is a noble work 
—conservation at its best. Impure milk, un- 
taught mothers, lack of ice and hot weather are 
the enemies of the babies, The remedies are pure 
milk, educated mothers, free ice and scientific 
nursing. 

Fifteen cents, the workers say, will feed a baby 
one day and $20 will save a baby’s life. In the 
campaign to feed and save many charitable forces 
are enlisted. The Post-Dispatch has long co- 
operated with the Pure Milk Commission to raise 
money. Numerous organizations and many phy- 
sicians and individuals are active workers, while 
the contributors to the furid number thousands. 

But nowhere in the imposing list do we find 
‘mention of the City of St, Louis. No municipal 
effort and no city ordinance properly. enforced 
touches the work of saving at any of its many 
angles. It is all private effort.. Some of it is

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smacks of the vigilance committee of other days, 
when policing ‘was a farce and volunteers banded 
together to preserve the peace and protect life and 
property. 

In a perfectly logical aspect of it, the “save the 
babies” movement is a tremendous and eloquent 
protest against municipal indifference and ineffi- 
ciency. Impure milk is an article of ordinary sale, 
The municipality could and should prevent it. If 
the milk supply were what the city should make 
it, half the work of “saving the babies” could be 
dispensed with; free ice for the poor, teaching the 
mothers and nursing would be all that required 
attention, 

Comparisons are ungecessary. Many cities are 
as derelict in this regard as St. Louis. Some, 
notably Rochester, N. Y., have proved that ade- 
quate discharge of municipal obligations will re- 
duce the infant mortality rate 75 per cent. It 
may be reduced 75 per cent in St. Lonis, but not 
through the exercise of the power of the munici- 
pality, which is the first power that should be 
exercised.

American line has placed with ship 
builders in Belfast, its plans for a 
ship to eclipse in size and grandeur the 
rew giant White Star liners the Titanic 
and the Olympic. 

The Hamburg-American line has come 
to no decision yet as to the dockage 
on the American side for the projected 
giant liner. Montauk Point is now un- 
der serious discussion. The nautical 
department of the company said to the 
Post-Dispatch today: 

“No accommodation for such ships as 
our new liner exists at present at New 
York. For that matter, there is no 
dock on the American side where the 
vessel could be berthed. ‘Some new pro- 
vision will, therefore, have to be made 
somewhere, either at New York or else- 
where. 

‘“‘We have so far not made any ar- 
rangements for quays for the new liner 
on this side, but at Hamburg we do not 
difficulty, because 
there the docks gonsist of large tidal

basins, the sides of which are more than. 


sufficient length for the new vessel, and 
we believe the depth of water Over the 
side of the entrance is ample for the 
draft of the ship. This point is being 
looked into. 


Open Decks Most Convenient. 
“Open docks, such as those on the 


Hudson River are much more conveni- 
ent. They are easier and safer to en- 
ter, and do not necessitate waiting on 
the tide. 

“Big ocean liners will undoubtedly be 
the vessels of the future, and dockage 
fcr such ships must -be provided. The 
traffic demands these Vessels, and they 
will have to go where they get their dock- 
ing. Montauk Point on Long Island has 
been mentioned as a suitable place 
where new docks will be built in place 
of these we have at Hoboken. Other 
locations have been named. | 

“Our new ship will be nearly twice 
as long as the famous towers of Col- 


gate Cathedral are high, and the nee 


of the towers is 512 feet, 

“Were our liner placed upright on 
her bows, her propeHers“would be about 
level with the Stars and. Stripes on top 
of the Singer Towerin-New York, if 
the Singer Building were standing on top 
of the dome of the New York World 
office. The vessel will be nearly as 
much longer than the new White Star 
ships, the Olympic and Titanic, as those 
giants are longer than the Mauretania 
and Lusitania, which ate “leviathans 
still. 


Luxury the Aim; 
“The object in making the new ‘vessel 


large is to provide luxurious accommo- 
dation. It will be an ll-story floating 
palace. It will carry 5000 passengers 
and will have engines: of 80,000-horse- 
power, exactly twice as much as those 
of the new White Star liners. 

“The decks will be centered by three 
elevators. The first-class saloons on. 
the upper deck’ will have a length of 
800 feet, which alone is about équal to 
the length of a block and a half in New 
York City. 

“On the saloon deck there will also 
be the ladies’ drawing room, the smok- 
ing room, a Ritz restaurant, a big win- 
ter garden, a large, airy hall, which 
will be filled -with plants and fountains. 

“On the promenade deck one of the 
new features will be quiet summer 
houses in old: English rustie style for 
tea and coffee parties. 

‘‘Another feature will be a huge mar- 
ble swimming bath running through two 
decks. . The bath is to be an exact 
copy of one found in Pompeli, and its 
mosaic pavements are copies of Roman 
pavements discovered at Treves on the 
Moselle, the oldest city in Germany, 
once the. capital of an ancient Celtic 
race, the Treviri, and famous: for the 
Holy Coat of Treves, a relic treasured 
at its cathedral. 

‘The bath will: have a marble prome- 
nade and massage rooms. There will 
also be Turkish baths and electric baths. 
Near by will be a big gymnasium. 

‘The’ Ritz restaurant will be two sto- 
ries high, will be decorated in Louis 
XVI style and furnished in mahogany 
and deep green. It will have separate 
tables for 700 guests. 

“On the new liner special attention 
is to be devoted to the service. Speed 
will not be a primary consideration. The 
object is to make steamship travel a 
délfght to be enjoyed for itself. With 
the new vessel the time of the Journey 
from port to port will probably be 10

Craft Will Patrol Course During 
Rowing of Big.

The Naval Reserves’ boat, the Hunt- 
ress, Will in all probability be the offt- 
cial patrol boat for the course for the 
annual regatta of the Southwestern 
Amateur Rowing Association to be held 
on the Mississippi River at a point about 
5000 south, July 1-2.
